Please amend claims 1, 2, and 6 as follows: 

1. (Amended) A method for regulating the body weight of an animal, comprising: feeding to an 
animal a fat-containing diet and an effective amount of a liposome-encapsulated immunoglobulin against 
lipase effective to inhibit body-weight gain. 

2. (Amended) The method of claim 1 wherein the immunoglobulin is an avian antibody. 

6. (Amended) A mammalian food composition comprising fat and an effective amount of a 
liposome-encapsulated immunoglobulin against lipase and effective to inhibit body- weight gain. 
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
